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New NATO decided 
in Lisbon

The world's most influential leaders are gathered in Lisbon this weekend as they seek to find 
common ground onthefuture of the NATO. The Lisbon Summit, accordingtothe Secretary General 
Anders Fogh Rasmussen, will be one of the most important in the history of the military alliance as 
members decide on the structure at the gathering, which is expected to end with a renewed 
organisation. Meanwhile, security forces are on high alert, with movement in the Portuguese capital 
heavily restricted as police lookto ensure a trouble-free summit. 


The eyes of the world are on 
Lisbon, waiting for the outcome 
of talks between presidents and 
prime ministers seeking to make 
NATO more effective and effi- 
cient. 

During the summit, agreement 
is expected whereby the organi- 
sation will invest in key capabili- 
ties like missile defence, cyber 
defence and long-range transport. 

Leaders will also discuss how 
NATO will reach out to connect 
with its partners around the globe, 
countries and other organisa- 
tions. 

The effects of the economic 
crisis on the alliance’s policies 
will also see leaders decide to slim 
downNATO ’ s Command Struc- 
ture by about 4,000 personnel. 

All of these proposals are ex- 
pected to be enshrined in the new 
Strategic Concept which will 
guide the alliance for the next dec- 
ade. 

Secretary General Anders 
Fogh Rasmussen explained at a 
press conference this week that 
the Lisbon Summit will also mark 
a fundamentally new phase in 
NATO’s operation in Afghani- 
stan, as allies will this weekend 
launch the process by which the 
Afghan government will take the 
lead for security throughout the 
country. 

“We will start early next year”, 
the Secretary General high- 
lighted, “and, as conditions allow, 
we aim to complete the process 
by 2014.” 

The Summit will also mark a 
fresh start for NATO’s relation- 
ship with Russia. 

“My strong sense is Russia 
shares our view that the time has 


finally come to stop worrying 
about each other. The time has 
come to work together”, said the 
Secretary General in a statement. 
“I hope we will also explore mis- 
sile defence cooperation”. 

The Secretary General an- 
nounced that NATO will also 
deepen cooperation with Russia 
on Afghanistan and will work 
with Russia on a joint review of 
the security challenges that 
NATO and Russia are facing. 

The Lisbon Summit will also 
aim to reinforce the foundations 
that have made NATO the most 
successful alliance in history and 
set out an agenda for change to 
ensure the same success in the 
coming decade. 

In talks leading up to the sum- 
mit, Portuguese Foreign Minis- 
ter Luis Amado said he believed 
NATO was close to sealing a deal 
regarding a European missile de- 
fence system, but said there can 
be no guarantee that a final deci- 
sion will be made this weekend. 

“We’re nearer to a consensus 
than we’ ve ever been. I can’t guar- 
antee that consensus will be im- 
mediately reached, but we’re 
very close”. Minister Amado was 
quoted as saying by Lusa News 
Agency. 

“Missile defence is a divisive 
issue within the Euro-Atlantic 
sphere. It’ s a good sign for Euro- 
pean security that the U.S. and 
NATO systems, with the poten- 
tial cooperation of Russia, are 
integrated in developing it.” 

Defence Minister Augusto 
Santos Silva added that he is 
“very confident” that “a break- 
through” towards the develop- 
ment of amissile defence system 


will be reached during the Lisbon 
summit. 

As forNATO’s so-called east- 
ward expansion, the Russian 
Ambassador to Portugal told 
Lusa the topic was not up for dis- 
cussion. 

“We don’t think it makes 
sense that NATO expands to- 
wards our borders”. Ambassador 
Pavel Petrovskiy said. “If Rus- 
sia is becoming a strategic part- 
ner, why would NATO expand 
in our direction? There ’ s no logic 
in it.” 

At the 2008 NATO summit in 
Bucharest, the alliance stepped 
back from bids by former Soviet 
republics Ukraine and Georgia to 
be included in the alliance. 

In the hours leading up to the 
summit, U.S. President Barack 
Obama and Secretary of State 
Hillary Clinton were scheduled 
to hold talks with Portuguese 
leaders, including President 
Cavaco Silva and Prime Minister 
Jose Socrates. 

Meanwhile, Portugal has taken 
no risks in hosting this prestig- 
ious summit, having made a 
number of arrests after boosting 
security measures such as clos- 
ing borders and restricting air- 
space above the capital. 

Two people were detained on 
Tuesday atthe Caiaborder cross- 
ing in south-eastern Portugal 
charged with possession of 
weapons and “anarchist pam- 
phlets” calling for violence atthe 
summit. 

Portugal had earlier in the week 
reinstated document controls at 
all its border crossings with Spain 
as a security precaution. 

The measure will remain in 


place untilmidnight on Saturday. 

Five anti-NATO demonstra- 
tions have also been authorised 
for the summit, police told Lusa, 
but demonstrators have been told 
not to wear “clothing that hides 
their faces or heads”, and “cutting 
or blunt objects” have been for- 
bidden. 

Security measures surround- 
ing the NATO summit also 
forced at least 200 trials to be 
postponed as Lisbon’s main 
courtroom complex is situated 
inside the summit’s security pe- 
rimeter at the western side of the 
city. 

“Restrictive measures” were 
announced at Lisbon Airport, 
which are expected to result in 
flight arrivals being reduced from 
23 per hour to 14. 

Three Lisbon hospitals were 
also placed on stand-by to deal 
with victims of potential injuries . 

According to health sector 
sources, Santa Maria will be re- 
served for high political officials 
(heads of state and government, 
cabinet ministers); Sao Francisco 
Xavier is reserved for other par- 
ticipants; and Sao Jose will assist 
demonstrators. 

Around 10,000 police officers 
will be involved in the security 
apparatus for the summit. 

The two-day summit com- 
mences this Friday afternoon and 
will converge with a US-Euro- 
pean Union summit on Saturday. 

Taxpayers concerned at what 
cost the hosting of the prestigious 
summit has come, have had their 
fears allayed after it emerged this 
will be the first NATO summit 
were the hosts will not have to 
foot the bill.

union is convinced next week’s 
action is for the greater good. 

Expressing the conviction that 
the 24 November strike will be 
the “biggest ever”, Joao Proen 9 a 
also said it was “fair and funda- 
mental in changing government 
policy”. 

“Government policies will 
have a negative impact on em- 
ployment. We need policies that 
give preference to increasing em- 
ployment”, explained Mr. 
Proenpa in recent comments to 
journalists as he underlined the 
objectives of the UGT for the 
general strike. 

The UGT leader also stressed 
that the “budget deficit cannot be 
the first, second and third prior- 
ity in Portugal”. 

Predicting unprecedented 
numbers will take to the streets 
in demonstrations, Joao Proenpa 
also forecast that transport sys- 
tems will be paralysed for the 
duration of the 24-hour strike 
while national ports will be 
forced to shut down. 

He also said he expected large 
numbers of privately employed 
people to join their counterparts 
in the civil service in striking, but 
added that large numbers would 
probably end up going to work 
as a “third of privately employed 
workers do not have permanent 
contracts” and might be pres- 
sured by their bosses into going 
to work. 

The aviation and tourism in- 
dustries are also bracing them- 
selves for huge losses, with na- 
tional airline TAP, airport opera- 
tor ANA and handling company 
Groundforce predicting direct 
losses of more than eight million 
euros on the day of the strike. 

Despite the widespread dis- 
ruption of the labour action, the 
government, and more specifi- 
cally the Finance Minister, has 
refused to be swayed into making 
concessions to unions, saying the 
strike will “change nothing”. 

“I believe there is no need to be 


agitated about the general strike. 
Trade unions have called it, they 
have aright to do so, butthat won’t 
change the government’s mind 
about what needs to be done”, 
T eixeira dos Santos said in arecent 
press conference. 

The minister added that “the 
country’ s financing capacity is at 
stake” and that fiscal consolida- 
tion will be “harsh and demand- 
ing” but itneeds to be done, or “the 
nation’s situation will be much 
worse thanpeople imagine”. 

Teixeira dos Santos has also 
triedto justify the austerity meas- 
ures workers are protesting 
against next week, saying that the 
government’s macroeconomic 
forecasts in its 2011 budget will 
be “prudent”, and that he expects 
these measures to “naturally have 
an impact” on economic growth. 

“In 2011, Portugal’s growth 
will be lower than in 20 1 0, both 
due to the tenuous recovery in the 
global economy - especially 
within [Portugal’ s] main trading 
partners - and to the impact of 
the additional fiscal restraint 
measures”, the minister said. 

T eixeira dos Santos further es- 
timated that a round of wage cuts 
up to 1 0% will result in a € 1 bil- 
lion decrease in public spending 
for 2011. 

Labour confederations CGTP 
and UGT, in a near-unprec- 
edented move, called a joint gen- 
eral strike for November 24 pro- 
testing a package of government 
austerity measures aimed at re- 
ducing the country’s deficit. 

Dozens of other smaller labour 
unions have since announced 
their support of the strike and 
called on their members to stay 
away from work.

In a statement sent to The 
Portugal News, Kate MeCann 
explained there were several dif- 
ferent reasons as to why she and 
her husband Gerry eame to the 
decision to write and publish a 
book. 

“This deeision has not been an 
easy one. Many faetors needed 
to be given thorough and eareful 
eonsideration, not least the im- 
paet of sueh a book on the lives 
of our three ehildren. My reason 
for writing is simple; to give an 
aceount of the truth”, explained 
Mrs. MeCann. 

“Publishing this book has been a 
very difficult decision and is one 
that we have taken after mueh 
deliberation and with a very 
heavy heart. However, inthe last 
few months with the depletion of 
Madeleine’s Fund, it is a deeision 
that has virtually been taken out 


of our hands”, she explained, add- 
ing: “Every penny we raise 
through its sales will be spent on 
our seareh for Madeleine. Noth- 
ing is more important to us than 
finding our little girl.” 
Meanwhile, Madeleine’s father 
Gerry said: “We are hopeful that 
this book may help the investi- 
gation to find Madeleine in other 
ways too. Our hope is that it may 
prompt those who have relevant 
information (knowingly or not) 
to eome forward and share it with 
our team. Somebody holds that 
key pieee of the jigsaw.” 
Bill Scott-Kerr, Publisher at 
Transworld, bought the book 
from the Christopher Little Lit- 
erary Ageney for publieation in 
the spring of 20 1 1 . All royalties 
will be donated direetly to 
Madeleine ’ s Fund- Leaving No 
Stone Unturned Limited. 


Most EU states fail to 
follow Portugal in 
activating missing child 
hotline 


The European Commission has this week made a 
final call to 14 EU Member States to make the 
Europe-wide 116000hotline for missing children 
operational as soon as possible. So far, only 1 1 states 
have followed Portugal's example (it was the first 
nation to adoptthe helpline in 2007), whilethe 
United Kingdom hasonly managed to makethe line 
semi-operational. 


The hotline provides a single 
number for missing ehildren and 
their parents to eall for help 
anywhere in the European Un- 
ion. Having the same hotline 
number is intendedto help ehil- 
dren and parents in trouble to 
get help when away from 
home, sueh as during family 
holidays. 

In a report adopted this week, 
the Commission takes stoek of 
the situation in the Member 
States, proposes eommon 
minimum quality requirements 
for the serviee throughout the 
EU and gives Member States a 
last ehanee to make the hotline 
operational before eonsidering 
legislative measures. 

“The disappearanee of a 
ehild is always a tragedy and in 
some eases their life may even 
be at risk. The 116 000 number 
offers help, support and a po- 
tential lifeline for missing ehil- 
dren and their parents,” said 
Viee-President Viviane Reding, 
EU Commissioner for Justiee, 
Fundamental Rights and Citi- 
zenship. “Every ehild and 
every parent should remember 
just one number instead of 27 
national ones. Citizens should 


also expeet that their requests 
are treated in a similar way no 
matter where in Europe they 
call the 116 hotline. I eall on 
Member States to make every 
effort to implement the hotline 
swiftly to put ehildren’ s safety 
and seeurity first.” 

Viee-President Neelie 
Kroes, EU Commissioner for 
the Digital Agenda, added: “A 
missing ehild is atraumatie ex- 
perienee - we have a duty to 
provide the simplest and most 
effeetive means to help parents 
and ehildren in sueh a situation. 
This is what 116 000 is about: 
just one short phone number 
you ean eall, whatever Euro- 
pean eountry you find yourself 
in. So those Member States lag- 
ging behind have to get their aet 
together to make the 116 000 
number operational throughout 
the EU.” 

The 116 000 hotline still has 
to be made fully operational in 
Austria, Bulgaria, Cyprus, the 
CzeehRepublie, Estonia, Fin- 
land, Germany, Ireland, Latvia, 
Lithuania, Luxembourg, Malta, 
Slovenia and Sweden. It is eur- 
rently only partially opera- 
tional in the UK.

A recent study from the EU drugs agency EMCDDA (European Monitoring 
Centre for Drugs and Drug Addiction) has shown that of all 27 European 
member states Portugal has the highest number of older drug users, with 
over-forties making up 28 percent of treatment entrants.

The study was made public 
last week in Lisbon and has re- 
vealed that “Portugalhas the high- 
est percentage of older drug con- 
sumers starting treatment”, 
which, together with data from 
other European countries has al- 
lowed the conclusion that drug 
abuse can no longer be seen as a 
“youth phenomenon.” 

Wolfgang Gotz, director of the 
EMCDDA, stressed that there is 
an increasing demand for services 
specifically for “older users 
whose health suffers from the 
combined effects ofthe prolonged 
consumption of drugs and aging.” 

It is a “growing concern” for 
both services dedicated to dmg ad- 
diction and general health, he 
added. 

Portugal is one of the countries 
in Western Europe that the 
EMCDDA identified as having 
“the first epidemic of heroin con- 
sumption in the 1980s and 1990s” 
and where opium substitution 
programmes involved a “very 
substantial” percentage of older 
people.” 


In Eastern and Central Euro- 
pean countries, where opium 
started to be consumed at a later 
date, “towards the end of the 
1 990s, beginning of 2000s”, it was 
only a matter of time before there 
would be aged users, the report 
stated. 

It was highlighted in the report 
that for existing older users, treat- 
ment programmes “are rare inEu- 
rope.” 

When an addict reaches 40 years 
of age, they could require care that 
is normally reserved for patients 
in their 60s, the report suggests. 

As well as verifying “the high- 
est levels of unemployment and 
isolation” within this segment of 
the population, the report further 
explained that aged addicts are 
people who suffer “chronic physi- 
cal and psycho-social conse- 
quences” from continuous con- 
sumption, such as liver disease, 
ongoing damage from “over- 
doses” and depression, and effects 
similar to those often associated 
with alcohol and tobacco con- 
sumption. 


Deaths from 
infections up by 
70% since 2005 
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Charity cases soar 

The number of Portuguese turning to Catholic church- 
run association Caritas Portuguesa for help has 
soared over the past year, with figures from 1 3 of the 
20 regional branches registering an increase from 
five thousand to 62,000 people in 1 2 months. 


Between last October and 
the same month of this year the 
number of people turning to 
Caritas for charity have mul- 
tiplied by more than ten-fold 
in 13 ofthe 20 regional diocese, 
according to figures from the 
association. 

The information was dis- 
closed during a meeting of the 
Caritas Portuguesa General 
Assembly, during which 
heads from 1 9 of the 20 Caritas 
Dioceses met to discuss how 
to “take on the future” and best 
offer help to the most needy. 

Eugenio Fonseca, President 
of the association estimated 
that, globally, there was a 
growth of between 20 and 30 
percent of people receiving sup- 
port from the institution, in re- 
lation to last year, though he 
stressed that those figures do not 
accurately reflect reality. 

“Unfortunately, some Dio- 
ceses do not have the capabil- 
ity to respond to every situa- 
tion that comes along”, he said. 

According to the head of 
Caritas the surge in requests 
is “more than anything to do 
with unemployment”, which 
“then brings things associated 
with it”, such as a lack of food 
or the inability to buy medi- 
cines. 

“Unemployment is, at this 
moment, the main reason that 
drives people to seek us out”, 
he reiterated. 


The numbers released this 
week are on a par with patterns 
that other institutions have 
been faced with due to the ris- 
ing number of requests for help. 

The National Food Bank, 
which will carry out its next col- 
lection in supermarkets 
throughout Portugal over the 
last weekend of this month, is 
currently sustaining some 
280,000 Portuguese. And the 
need for community ‘soup 
kitchens’ run by the Portu- 
guese Charitable Union has 
grown by between 200 and250 
percent over the last year. 

Meanwhile, Caritas 

Portuguesa has warned that 
“the blackest phase of the cri- 
sis has not yet occurred”, and 
predicted that unemployment 
will rise further, as well as be- 
ing a long-term issue. 

Eugenio Fonseca appealed 
for the population to create 
“less expenditure” and carry 
out “a permanent fight against 
social asymmetries”. 

A statement issued follow- 
ing the meeting indicated that 
“many families can’t keep on 
top of bills, which further deep- 
ens the crisis.” 

Mr. Fonseca acknowledged 
that “a significant part of the 
population fell into frenzied 
consumerism, did not maintain 
saving habits nor did they work 
together to overcome the cri- 
sis.” 


The number of deaths 
caused by infection last 
year in Portugal reached 
1,392 cases, representing a 
70 percent increase on the 
number of cases in 2005, 
which saw 823 deaths. 

A total of 3 6 people died from 
infection under the age of 45 last 
year, however the majority of 
those who died from infection 
were over the age of 70. 

Filipe Frois, a consultant for 
Pulido Valente hospital told 
Diario de Noticias: “Mortality 
has dropped in recent years, but 
there are many more cases of sep- 
sis, which explains the increase 
in these cases.” 

According to a study carried 
out by the national health author- 
ity, infections affect 9.8 percent 
of hospital patients in Portugal, 
and 20 percent of patients in the 
community. It adds that this in- 
crease isrelatedto anageingpopu- 
lation, who have more illnesses 
at once and a weaker immune 
system. 

The correct administration of 
antibiotics and these only being 
prescribed when really needed is 
also a way to avoid the spread of 
infection and slow down the de- 
velopment of resistant strains of 
bacteria, which have plagued 
many countries. 

“There has been a lot of effort 
made to raise the awareness of the 
general public and health profes- 
sionals, with recommendations 
being implemented inhospitals,” 
said Filipe Frois. 

Sepsis also known as blood 
poisoning or septicaemia has 
various levels of severity. One of 
the most severe is when there are 
a high number of bacteria in the 
blood which the body cannot 
cope with. This can cause toxic 
shock and result in death.

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“The suspending of 
Groundforee’s operations at 
Faro Airport intends to reduee 
the eompany’s losses, a eondi- 
tionthat is indispensible in mak- 
ing its future, and the remaining 
2,000 jobs, viable”, said 

Fernando Melo, Groundforee 
delegate administrator, during a 
press conferenee last week. 

In total, 336 Groundforce em- 
ployees have been dismissed 
from Faro. 

The firm, Portugal’s largest air- 
port handling company, which is 
owned by national airline TAP, is 
currently believed to be in the red 
by some€20million. Itannounced 
the closing of its operations in 
Faro last week. On Wednesday 
(11 November) the news was of- 
ficially confirmed on the compa- 
ny’ s website in a posting on the 
homepage, and at around 4 : 00pm 
that afternoon employees received 
confirmation via email. Some em- 
ployees said they first learned 
about the collective dismissal via 
the media. 

The head of the company’s 
trade union, Mateus Mendonpa, 
told Lusa News Agency that the 
atmosphere amongst those who 
losttheirjobs “couldn’tbe worse” 
and that “the TAP Group man- 
aged to keep this [news] with ut- 
most secrecy, and when we were 
informed there was no respect 
whatsoever for the people.” 

TAP has since sent five of its 
employees to Faro Airport to en- 
sure the continuity of check-ins 
and other passenger services for 
its flights. 

In the Algarve, tourism chiefs 
and key politicians have slammed 
the move, lamenting the compa- 
ny’s decision and voicing their 
apprehension over the action. 

In a statement to the press, 
Nuno Aires, head of the Regional 
Algarve T ourism Board (ERTA) 
said “The management of the 
Tourism Board profoundly la- 
ments the sudden announcement 
of the closure of Groundforce ’s 
operations at F aro Airport and the 
collective firing of its employees. 

“Nonetheless, the board has 
been guaranteed that 
Groundforce ’s decision will not 
compromise activities at F aro Air- 
port, so that tourist operations 
willbe equally ensured.” 

The regional branch of the PSD 
social democratic party said that 
it was “apprehensive” and “wor- 
ried” aboutthe impactthe closure 
would have on the region. 

A statement read: “The PSD 
Algarve committee is apprehen- 
sive about the closure ofhandling 
company Groundforce ’s opera- 
tions at Faro Airport, particularly 
because of the firing of 336 peo- 
ple, but also because ofthe conse- 
quences that the measure could 
have on tourism in the region.” 

It argued, “Furthermore, in a 
State-run company, how is it pos- 
sible to announce the firing of 3 3 6 
employees by email? How can the 
Govemmentallowthe administra- 
tion to act in such a perfectly in- 
human fashion with its workers?” 

“In a region where the main 
source of income is tourism and 


Faro Airport is one of the main 
gateways, PSD Algarve ques- 
tions the consequences that the 
closure of Groundforce ’s opera- 
tions will have on the region’s 
economy.” 

At its peak, traditionally in 
summer. Faro Airport processes 
thousands of passengers and air- 
craft every day. 

It is another hard knock for the 
region after two maj or travel op- 
erators, Thomas Cook and Tui, re- 
cently announced they would be 
pulling out of the region for the 
winter season. And it is further 
aggravation to a region where un- 
employment is higher than the 
national average. 

Elderico Viegas, headofthere- 
gional Association for Hotels and 
Tourist Resorts (AHETA) told 
The Portugal News that, in his 
opinion, one of the most worry- 
ing consequences caused by the 
move was the unemployment of 
more than 300 people “in aregion 
which has the highest rate of un- 
employment in the country”. 

Despite the reduction in pas- 
senger figures caused by the ab- 
sence of companies like Tui and 
Thomas Cook (the latter a former 
Groundforce client), which 
Elderico Viegas says will have “a 
direct, negative effect on the re- 
gion”, he does not believe this was 
a key cause for the company’s 
exit. 

Instead, one the main reasons 
highlighted by the AHETA chief 
was cheaper services and com- 
petition from rival handling 
companies such as Portway. 

“Groundforce has left but 
there are other handlers ready to 
step in” he said. 

In 2007 Groundforce Portu- 
gal was providing assistance to 
almost all charter and scheduled 
flights to Portugal, catering for 
around 200 airlines. That year 
the company assisted some 17 
million passengers and moved 
120,000 tons of cargo, at na- 


tional airports including Faro, 
Lisbon, Oporto, Funchal (Ma- 
deira) and Porto Santo Island 
(off Madeira). 

In 2008, due to a gradual dete- 
rioration in the quality of serv- 
ices it offered to the airlines that 
it assisted, the company under- 
went a thorough re- shuffle, 
which entailed a new administra- 
tion and a deep re-structuring 
procedure. By the end of 2008 
Groundforce had racked up 
losses in the region of€38. 2 mil- 
lion. 

In 2009 those losses were re- 
duced to €28.2 million, and by 
the end of 20 1 0 the company is 
expected to close the year with 
losses of around €20 million. 

A statement on the compa- 
ny’s website further explained 
that, as in 20 1 1 new operating li- 
censes will have to be acquired, 
the company was notified by 
aviation regulator INAC (Na- 
tional Institute for Civil Avia- 
tion) to “present a restructuring 
plan that guarantees the viabil- 
ity of the company, which im- 
plies taking measures that will 
contribute to that objective.” 
“The over-dimensioning of 
the Groundforce structure in 
Faro, where 89 percent of ex- 
penditure relates to salaries, had 
already been diagnosed in 2008 
(...) [and] after exhausting all 
action plans to reduce costs and 
increase revenue the situation 
continues to be unsustainable.” 
The decision, which was de- 
scribed in the statement as “a last 
resort”, will allow the company 
to reduce its total losses by 40 
percent, or €8 million, and guar- 
antee its viability as well as some 
2,000 jobs at the airports of Lis- 
bon, Oporto and Madeira.

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Portugal showing 
‘atypical’ patterns 
in mental 
illnesses 

B An unprecedented study launched to map 
the prevalence of mental illnesses in 
Portugal has revealed that Portugal is 
experiencing 'atypical patterns' regarding 
psychiatric issues amongstthe population, 
and has calculated that national figures 
are almost on a par with those registered 
inthe USA, which hasthe highest figures in 
the world. 

Nearly one fifth of the popula- 
tion, ortwoineveryteneitizensin 
Portugal suffers from some form 
of mental illness, the study eon- 
eluded, considered to be “atypieal” 
for a European eountry. 

Portugal’s results are eloser to 
those of the USA, whieh has the 
greatest number of eitizens with 
mental illnesses inthe world. 

These were the eonclusions of 
the first ever study launehed to 
traee the profile of mental health 
in this country, and is also part of 
international epidemiologieal 
studies by the World Health Or- 
ganisation (WHO), whieh are be- 
ing eoordinated by Harvard Uni- 
versity, in Ameriea, and involve 
another 23 eountries. 


Authors of the study describe 
it as “the biggest data base in the 
world” of its genre, involvingmore 
than 100,000 partieipants. 

The Portuguese braneh of the 
study revealed that of the 3,849 
Portuguese respondents ques- 
tioned for the study, 22.9 pereent 
suffered some form of psyehiat- 
rie disturbanee, close to the 26.3 
pereent registered inthe USA. 

Other eountries in southern 
Europe with whieh Portugal is 
normally compared have signifi- 
eantly lower results. In Spain, 9.2 
pereent of partieipants have men- 
tal problems, whereas 8 .2 percent 
of Italian respondents have psy- 
ehologieal issues. 

Even inNordie eountries, where

figures are traditionally higher, 
results are lower than in Portugal. 

The study’s Portuguese eoor- 
dinator Caldas de Almeida says the 
main psyehological problems are 
anxiety issues, depressions, ob- 
sessive and eompulsive disorders, 
and aleohol-related issues. 

Those most affeeted are women 
and young adults aged between 
18 and 24. 


Meanwhile, it has emerged that 
inPortugal the mainreason for loss 
of human eapital to the eeonomy 
is the amount of siek leave being 
taken. 

A survey eondueted by re- 
searchers from the Hospital del 
Mar Institute’s Investigation 
Group into Sanitary Serviees 
(IMIM), Bareelona, eoneluded 
that siek leave is the main eause 
of human eapital loss for a eoun- 


try’ s eeonomy. 

The study, earried out in 24 
eountries on five eontinents and 
including Portugal is part of the 
WHO ’ s Mental Health world sur- 
vey. 

“It is the first study in the his- 
tory of epidemiology where the 
same measuring stiek has been 
used but eulturally adapted to suit 
eaeh different eountry and it gave 
us an image from whieh we ob- 


tained the prevalenee ofproblems 
in the world”, Jordi Alonso, 
IMIM investigation group eoor- 
dinator told Lusa News Ageney . 

The main health problems that 
lead to employees to take days off 
work as siek leave and whieh most 
affeet productivity include pain- 
related issues, such as artlu-itis, 
cervical andbackpains, migraines, 
serious headaches, eardiovascular 
problems, and depression. 
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Lisbon to invest € 1 44 million on council housing 


Council housing estates 
throughout the eapital are due to 
benefit from refurbishment 
works and other projects to the 
value of € 1 44 million from Lis- 
bon Town Hall until 2020.

Medium term structural 
work is also planned to take 
plaee between 2011 and 20 1 4 in 
HortaNova, Alfredo Bensaiide 
and Quinta dos Ourives. 

Of the €144 million invest- 
ment, €37.4 million is due to be 
spent on refurbishment work in 
the north eastern part of the 
eity, while a further €32.3 mil- 


lion will be spent in the north 
western areas, ineluding Alta de 
Lisboa, Ameixoeira and Alto do 
Lumiar, among others. 

Almost €30 million is to be 
spent on the western side of Lis- 
bon eity, with work due to be 
earried out in Padre Cruz, which 
has an approved QREN project, 
Murtas and HortaNova, among 
others, while a further €24 mil- 
lion be used to renovate the east- 
ern housing estates such as 
Armador and Quinta do 
Lavrado. 

Investment for the southern 


part of the capital is set at around 
€20 million, with projects due to 
improve areas where more than 
90,000 people live. 

According to Helena Rosa, a 
total of 1,086 shops and eom- 
mercial spaces, most of which 
are currently shut will also be 
part of the project, with special 
terms and conditions available 
for people to set up businesses. 

“In Quinta da Cabrinha, the 
Food B ank made a propo sal and 
now occupies a elosed parking 
area,” said Mrs. Roseta, byway 
of example. 


Unenployment 
hits record 
high 



Portugal's unemployment rate reached 
10.9% inthe third quarter of the year, and 
over 600,000 Portuguese are now 
unemployed, a record high, accordingto data 
released on Wednesday by the National 
Statistics Agency (INE). 


The unemployment rate, as 
measured by INE, grew by 0.3 
pereentage points over the seeond 
quarter of 20 10. In the third quar- 
ter of 2009, the rate was 9.8%. 

Also aeeording to the data, the 
total number of unemployed in 
the third quarter of 2010 was 
609,400, the highest figure ever 
registered by INE. 

In a related story, Portuguese 
Minister of Labour and Welfare 
has this week called on Brussels 
to have “more objectivity” when 
eommenting on the “rigidity” of 
Portugal’s labour market. 

Minister Helena Andre was 
replying to eomments by 
Eurogroup president Jean- 
Claude Juncker, who said on 
Tuesday that the Portuguese 
government should “detail” its 
eeonomic reforms, adding that 
Portugal must “boost its poten- 
tial growth and competitiveness, 
emphasizing the suppression of 
labour market rigidity”. 


Helena Andre replied that 
there is “worktobe done” onPor- 
tuguese labour legislation, but re- 
buffed Juncker’s suggestions. 

“It would be interesting if 
Bmssels was more obj ective in its 
statements about the Portuguese 
labour market, sinee we recently 
reviewed our labour laws”, Andre 
said. 

“Out of all OECD eountries, 
we have made the greatest 
strides against rigidity in reeent 
years, we’re a little better than 
Germany, and it’s baffling to 
hear eomments about our mar- 
ket rigidity.” TPN/Lusa

Economy grows 0.4% in Q3, GDP growing at 1 .5% 
yearly rate 


The Portuguese eeonomy 
grew 0.4% in the third quarter of 
the year for a year-on-year rate 
of 1.5%, Portugal’s statisties 
ageney INE announeed. 

According to INE’s flash es- 
timate, the Q3 GDP growth was 
due to “a significant increase” in 
exports, large enough to over- 
come a fall in internal demand. 

“The Portuguese economy 
kept in a positive path, in line 
with what had happened in the 
first half of the year”, aFinance 
Ministrynotereads. “These fig- 
ures show how right the govern- 


ment’ s upward revision of growth 
forecasts were.” 

The Ministry’s note also 
praises the “behaviour of the ex- 
porting sector”. 

Prime Minister Jose Socrates 
welcomed these new signs of 
growth in the Portuguese 
economy, saying the latest figures 
are “very encouraging” and “more 
than double” expectations. 

Mr. Socrates said the latest es- 
timate by the INE showed exports 
were the locomotive. 

“The export sector is the one 
pulling economic growth’ ’, he said. 


addingthatthis was “good news” 
because exports are “themost dy- 
namic and important’ ’ facet of the 
economy atthis juncture ofrecov- 
ery. Economy Minister Jose 
Vieira da Silva describedthe esti- 
mate as “positive figures” with 
“all indications pointing” to 
greater annual growth than the 
1 .3% projected in the 2011 state 
budget. Portugal’s economy is 
“recovering more quickly than 
expected” as aresult of “the very 
great effort of our companies and 
ofthe export sector inparticular”, 
the minister added. TPN/Lusa 
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The weekend business forum between China andthe Lusophone bloc in 
Macao has opened "new opportunities" for Portuguese companies, 
says Prime Minister Jose Socrates. 


“In developed eeonomies 
there’s an important, new indi- 
eator whieh is the number of firms 
exporting to China and present in 
China”, Prime Minister Soerates 
spoke at the close of the two-day 
forum on Sunday. “We must 
quickly increase our presence”. 

On the sidelines of the forum, 
Socrates held talks with Chinese 
PrimeMinister Wen Jiabao, one 
week after having received Chi- 
nese President Hu Jintao ona visit 
to Lisbon. 

He described the “strategic 
global partnership” established 
between Lisbon and Beijing five 
years ago as being in “clear devel- 
opment”. 

During the Macao conference, 
the third of its kind since 2003 
but the first to gather heads of 
state and government. Wen an- 
nounced the creationby China of 
a $1 billion US fund over three 
years to boost ties with members 
of the Community of Portuguese 
Language Countries (CPLP), 
which is headquartered in Lisbon. 

Ofthe eight CPLP states only 
Sao Tome and Principe, which 
recognises T aiwan, does not have 
diplomatic ties with China. 

An “Action Plan” adopted at 
the conference foresees increas- 
ing China-CPLP business to 
$100 billionUSby 2013, lOtimes 
where it stood one decade ago. 

Beijing’s main CPLP trade 
partners are Brazil and Angola. 

During Hu’ s visit to Lisbon on 
6 and 7 November, bilateral deals 
worth about $ 1 billion US were 
signed, according to Chinese me- 
dia. 

The forum also approved a 


Chinese proposal to create a 
training school for Lusophone 
officials and technicians in 
Macao. 

Beijing made Macao, a coastal 
territory administered by Portu- 
gal for more than four centuries 
until 1999, its “platform” for 
business relations with the 


Lusophone bloc in 2003 . 

Mr. Socrates said he took 
“pride” in seeing how the 
Macanese “preserve Portuguese 
culture” and use their “special 
relationship with the Portuguese- 
speaking world” for the territo- 
ry’s benefit.

East Timor considers 
buying Portuguese 
sovereign debt 



President Jose Ramos-Horta reiterated 
this weekthe possibility of East Timor 
buying Portuguese sovereign debt 
bonds as part of Dili's plans to diversify 
its Petroleum Fund investments, 
suggesting Lisbon should move quickly. 


“If Portugal is interested in 
this, the details must be dis- 
cussed much before the arrival 
of (Portuguese) Prime Minister 
Jose Socrates, which 1 think will 
be in January, to allow the 
Timorese government to study 
the dossier”, he said, referring 
to a planned visit by Socrates 
to Dili. 

Ramos-Horta reaffirmed 
Dili’s possible interest in Por- 
tuguese Treasury bonds on ar- 
rival home after attending a 
CPLP-China business forum in 
Macao where he met with 
Socrates. 


“Portugal did not raise this 
[bond] issue with us”, but if 
Socrates “brings it up it will be 
well received” during the 
upcoming visit, the president 
added, noting that a decision 
would be up to the government. 

He said the cabinet was al- 
ready in the process of invest- 
ing a 1 0% slice ofthe $6 billion 
Petroleum Fund that is mostly 
held in US Treasury bills. 

Ramos-Horta said Portu- 
guese debt bonds offered no 
major risk and brought “quite 
high” interest rates.

Fiscal representation problems 

Sample Cases - Part n° 1 of a 4-part series by Dennis Swing Greene. 

The following problem cases are based on real events, illustrating what tangles can 
arise for Non-Residents in Portugal and howthey can be avoided orfixed. 


Case n” 1 - Rental Ineome 

In 2003 , John and Mary Jones 
bought the holiday home of their 
dreams in the Algarve. To help 
defray expenses, they let out the 
property to holidaymakers. Al- 
though they declared and paid 
tax in the UK, they believed that 
there nothing due in Portugal be- 
cause they let only to British. 
Sadly, they misunderstood their 
obligations at several levels and 
eventually paid dearly for their 
mistakes. 

In 2007, their rental agent 
was inspected and subse- 
quently reported their letting 
activity. Finan 9 as coercively 
assessed them in arrears after 
attaching the property. Due to 
their negligence, they lost their 
right to claim any deductible 
expenses, paid tax plus fines 
and late interest penalties and 
nearly lost their property alto- 
gether! 

To add insult to injury, they 
also failed to procure a Local 
Lodging Licence and found 
themselves with aminimum fine 
of €2, 500 to pay. 

Solution: When letting to 
holiday makers, owners must 
have a ‘ ‘Local Lodging Licence”. 


As your Fiscal Representative, 
wewillsubmitthenecessary docu- 
ments and make application for 
the Licence at no extra charge as 
part of our normal services. 

Likewise, as your Fiscal Rep- 
resentative, we will prepare your 
annual Income T ax Declaration on 
the rental income. By using the 
best method, we can normally re- 
duce your Portuguese assess- 
ment to only 5% of your gross 
letting income. Even better, this 
form of reporting normally ex- 
empts you from further taxation 
in your home jurisdiction. 

Case n” 2 - Capital Gains Tax 

George and Susan White had a 
holiday apartment in Albufeira 
that they used for many years. 
Finally, the big day arrived and 
they decided to retire to Portu- 
gal! After moving, they realised 
that they wanted something 
more spacious with a garden. 
They purchased a ruin and over 
the next 2% years, they rebuilt 
and remodelled the house into 
their dream home. 

After completion, they moved 
in and put the apartment on the 
market. Whenthefiatsoldafew 
months later, they were devas- 
tated to learn that they were no 


longer eligible for rollover relief 
They had not taken into account 
the rigid limiting time periods 
for reinvestment. Due to inad- 
equate planning, they were 
forced to pay an otherwise 
avoidable tax bill that made a se- 
rious dent in their savings. 

Solution: Had the Whites 
taken proper advice from their 
Fiscal Representative, they 
could have understood the time 
deadline framework and the 
correct steps in order to qualify 
for reinve stment rollover relief. 
Like any other country in Eu- 
rope, Portugal sets its own laws 
and procedures and full knowl- 
edge of these requirements is 
essential to achieve a success- 
ful outcome.

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Portuguese cut shopping 
and spending costs 


Tommy Hilfiger gives advice 
on crisis during Lisbon visit

A recent survey has revealed 
that people in Portugal are go- 
ing to the supermarkets less 
frequently but buying more 
and cheaper items when they 
do, resulting in a decrease in 
restaurant revenues as families 
prepare their own meals. 

The survey entitled ‘The 
Great Consumption in Portu- 
gal’ carried out by Kantar 
Worldpanel Portugal pub- 
lished on Tuesday, shows that 
consumers in Portugal have 
also reduced the number of 
times they go to shopping cen- 
tres and petrol stations as well 
as to supermarkets. 

This follows the general 
trend of consumers across Eu- 
rope, which according to 
Kantar W orldpanel Portugal’ s 
marketing Director Paulo 
Caldeira, will worsen next 
year. 

“With the data we have, we 
can forecast that in 20 1 1 these 
families will spend less, the 
purchase of no-name goods 
will increase and food con- 
sumption at home will in- 
crease,” he said. 

The study carried out on 
3 ,000 Portuguese families un- 
til August this year shows that 


shopper’s preference for no- 
name brands is increasing year 
on year with families across 
Europe spending an average of 
€32 on these for every €100 
spent. In Portugal, families 
spend €34 on no-name goods 
for every € 1 00 spent. 

Families inPortugal are how- 
ever still consuming the same 
things, although opting to buy 
cheaper versions. “The average 
amount spent has reduced by 
2.3 percent due to a reduction 
intheprice of fresh foodprod- 
ucts and a downgrade in 
consumers ’ choice . 

As an example, “Instead of 
buying the more expensive ap- 
ple, people opt to buy the 
cheaper one,” said Paulo 
Caldeira. 

According to the survey 
Continente supermarkets have 
16.7 percent of the market, fol- 
lowed by PingoDoce with 15.8 
percent, Modelo with 12.4 
percent and Intermarche with 
9.8 percent. 

The purchase of food and 
drinks products in supermar- 
kets has risen “because people 
are eating more at home, to the 
detriment of restaurants,” said 
Mr. Caldeira. 


During a trip to Lisbon this 
week the internationally-ac- 
claimed designer Tommy 
Hilfiger offered words of advice 
on how to overcome the crisis as 
well as ensuring the longevity of 
a business. 

In his opinion, the designer 
believes the secret to surviving 
the crisis is to sell quality clothes 
at a good price and claims 2009 
was the best year to date for his 
25-year-old empire, in terms of 
sales. 

“The market positioning for 
my brand is ‘premium’, but ac- 
cessible. Even during the worst 
of the recession, in 2009, when 
things were very complicated, 
we had our best ever year. And I 
think that shows that people 
want lots of quality, lots of style, 
but at a good price”, he said in an 
interview with Lusa News 
Agency. 

T ommy Hilfiger was in Lisbon 
to inaugurate the brand’s first 
shop in Portugal. 

He said he sees the economi- 
cal recession as “something real”, 
though hasn’t yet felt its conse- 
quences. 

Hilfiger also defended the mar- 
ket positioning of his brand as 


being “the right one for the crisis”. 

The fashion designer revealed 
that, when he wants to expand the 
name in any given country he likes 
to listen to its inhabitants. 

“We know that [the Portu- 
guese] like a casual style, they like 
jeans-wear, and young, cool 
styles. We are beginning to under- 
stand what they want and we are 
being well accepted, which makes 


me very happy”, he said. 

Tommy Hilfiger visited the 
Faculty for Architecture to help 
choose the winner of a competi- 
tion launched to promote a part- 
nership with the University and 
for which the prize is work expe- 
rience at the Tommy Hilfiger 
headquarters in the USA. 

He urgedyoung designers look- 
ing to forge a career in the indus- 


try to read up on the business side 
of the profession, and not to 
worry solely about creativity. 

“Because if you are just crea- 
tive and don’t understand the 
business side of things, you 
won ’ t b e in the busine s s for very 
long. But if you understand the 
business aspect and add creativ- 
ity then you have everything nec- 
essary”. 


Algarve and Alentejo worst 
affectedby constmction crisis 


The Algarve and Alentejo re- 
gions have been the worst af- 
fected by a fall in the number of 
people looking for housing, with 
falls of 1 9 and 22 percent respec- 
tively in August, compared to the 
national average decrease of 9.6 
percent. 

According to the November 


regional analysis carried out by 
the Association of Construction, 
Public Works and Service Com- 
panies (AECOPS), “Up to Au- 
gust, licenses were only given for 
1,373 new housing units,” with 
this being the region under 
AECOPS influence that suffered 
the greatest increase in unem- 


ployment in the construction 
sector. 

The report also shows that 
unemployment in the sector in 
the Algarve rose by 28 percent 
this year up to September, rep- 
resenting 25 percent of the total 
unemployment rate in the region. 
Registered construction busi- 
nesses based in the Algarve also 
fell by 5.9 percent. 

Data from the National Em- 
ployment and Training Centre 
(lEFP) shows that overall, of the 
511,000 unemployed through- 
out Portugal at the end Septem- 
ber, 13.6 percent were from the 
construction sector, while three 
months previously they repre- 
sented only 9.6 percent. 

As well as the decrease in li- 
censed housing units, AECOPS 
notes a “very significant” fall in 
the number of public works put 
to tender this year, which is 
“compromising the future ofbusi- 
nesses and jobs in the sector.” 

Up to October this year, the 
number of public works fell 
throughout the country by 41 .7 
percent, although the Algarve 
was the exception to the rule with 
an increase of 3 4 percent. 

Meanwhile, the Alentejo re- 
gion has suffered from the great- 
est reduction in public invest- 
ment, with a decrease of 5 1 per- 
cent up to October, compared to 
the same period last year. 

AECOPS hopes that the ben- 
efit from a 6 1 percent increase in 
the amount of new public works 
launched inPortugal during Oc- 
tober will not be eliminated by 
government cuts in public invest- 
ment as part of the national aus- 
terity plan.

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PSD declares formal 
support for Cavaco Silva in 
presidential re-electionbid 



Portuguese opposition leader Pedro Passos Coelho this week met with 
President Cavaco Silva to express formally the Social Democrats' (PSD) 
supportfor his re-election bid next January. 


As expected, the PSD leader- 
ship voted overwhelmingly late 
Monday evening to back former 
party leader Cavaco Silva in 
seeking a second and final con- 
secutive term as head of state in 
the 23 January poll. 

“The presidential election will 
open a new political cycle in the 
life of the country”, one with 
“more confidence, more hope”, 
Passos Coelho told journalists 
after the leadership meeting. 


All presidential incumbents 
have won a second five-year term 
since Portugal’s democracy-re- 
storing ‘Carnation Revolution’ 
in 1974. 

Cavaco Silva, who as leader of 
the centre-right PSD served as 
prime minister in the 1980s and 
1990s, faces four left-of-centre 
challengers. 

His strongest rival is viewed 
as being veteran Socialist law- 
maker Manuel Alegre, who has 


the backing of the ruling Social- 
ist Party and the small left Bloc 
and who was placed second to 
the president in the last election 
in 2006. 

Passos Coelho predicted that 
Cavaco Silva would demonstrate 
the “abysmal difference” sepa- 
rating him from his challengers 
in the first round of voting. 

If no candidate wins more than 
50% of the vote, a runoff elec- 
tion must be held. TPN/Lusa 


Algarve unemployment could reach 
33,000 this winter, unions claim 

Unemployment could affect a total of 1 5 percent of the regional population, 
around 33,000, this winter according to the Confederation of Algarve Trade 
Unions (CATU). 


Antonio Goulart, Director 
of the CATU told LusaNews 
Agency: “If in 2009 we had 
16,000 unemployed during 
the summer and 30,000 un- 
employed during the winter, 
and this summer there were 
more than 20,000 affected, 
then we will surely have more 
than 30,000 unemployed this 
winter. We could be talking 
about 33,000 or 34,000 un- 
employed people in the Al- 
garve.” 

He added that two years 
ago, the high rate of unem- 
ployment was a serious sign 
of crisis in the Algarve, but 
what really shows the seri- 
ousness of the crisis are the 
winter figures, which have by 
far overtaken the summer fig- 
ure s. 


“We had more unemployed 
people in July and August than 
during the worst month of the 
last 20 years, which was in Janu- 
ary 1996,” said Mr. Goulart, 
adding: “official figures from 
September show a total of 
21,668 people were unem- 
ployed, with a further 1,055 in 
occupational programmes.” 
Unemployment has been af- 
fecting several areas in the 
workplace, with recent cases 
such as the laying off of 336 em- 
ployees from the baggage han- 
dling company Groundforce 
from F aro Airport as well as the 
case of 22 nurses being sacked 
from seven regional health cen- 
tres. Small local companies such 
as the Alicoop Group, which 
went bankrupt and closed its 
stores earlier this year are other 


examples of where jobs have 
been lost. 

According to Mr. Goulart, 
the government’s austerity 
measures for 20 1 1 as well as 
the plans to introduce tolls on 
the Via do Infante A22 motor- 
way “will cause more social 
problems and unemployment 
in the region.” 

With previous predictions 
having come true for the Al- 
garve’s unemployment fig- 
ures, Mr. Goulart believes 
that the figures for this win- 
ter will see up to 1 5 or 1 6 per- 
cent of the regional popula- 
tion without a job. 

“I sincerely hope that we 
are mistaken with our fore- 
casts, because it seems to be a 
very serious scenario,” he 
added.

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Tall ship 
'Sagres' 
arrives in 
Goa amid 
nationalist 
controversy 

The Portuguese 
Navy's tall ship 
Sagres sailed into 
Goa last Friday to 
mark the 500th 
anniversary of the 
arrival of the 
Portuguese in the 
Indian territory 
amid criticism from 
nationalist quarters. 

“Goa had to be in- 
cluded in this circum- 
navigation given the ex- 
cellent relations” bind- 
ing Portugal and India, 
Portuguese Consul Luis 
Castro Mendes told Lusa 
News Agency by tel- 
ephone, adding that the 
ship’s visit would serve to 
mark the fifth centennial 
of the Portuguese “ar- 
rival”. 

The opposition BJP 
party criticised plans for 
Goa Governor Digambar 
Kamat and other digni- 
taries to have lunch 
aboard the tall-masted 
vessel. 

“They will be celebrat- 
ing the conquest of Goa 
500 years ago”, BJP lead- 
ers told local newspa- 
pers. 

A self-styled Freedom 
Fighters group has 
threatened to block any 
public event organised by 
the Portuguese consu- 
late to mark the anniver- 
sary. 

The Indian army in- 
vaded Goa in 1961, push- 
ing out Portuguese 
forces. TPN/Lusa 
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FM Amado denies he intends to quit, says 
he is “fully motivated” 

Portuguese Foreign Minister Luis Amado is "fully motivated" by his job and has no 
intention of resigning, hetold parliamenton Monday. 


Minister Amado was ques- 
tioned by opposition MP 
Carlos Gonpalves about an in- 
terview granted Saturday to the 
newspaper, inwhieh 
the minister said that Portugal 
“needs” a coalition govern- 
ment, and that he’d be willing 


to leave his post if that contrib- 
uted to political stability. Mr. 
Amado is part of a minority 
Socialist government. 

Questioned about his 
words, Luis Amado said he is 
“fully motivated”. 

“You read the headline but 


didn’t read the full interview”, 
Amado told Gonpalves in par- 
liament. “Headlines are always 
a compromise between what 
the interviewer would like us 
to say and what we actually 
said.”

Fire station

Oporto Mayor, Rui Rio also 
placed awreath at the station prior 
to the funeral which was held in 
Lousada, where the chief lived. 

Pais Rodrigues, second in com- 
mand at the fire station said that 
the ceremony was symbolic and 
full of meaning, with many neigh- 


bouring firemen, both active and 
retired being present. 

Mayor Rui Rio said that the 
Town Hall will investigate 
whetherthe incident was unavoid- 
able or could have been foreseen 
and whether anyone is to blame or 
anything can be done to avoid it in 
future.

EU to stop shark finning 

The European Commission wants to eradicate the 
practice of shark finning completely from EU waters and 
fishing vessels from the EU wherever they operate in the 
world. 


Finning consists of cutting off 
and keeping the fins of sharks 
while throwing the shark body 
overboard to die. 

The practice has been banned 
by EU legislation since 2003, but 
the current system makes control 
difficult and compliance hard to 
ensure. To strengthen the exist- 
ing legislation, the Commission 
asks the scientific community, 
the industry. Regional Fisheries 
Management Organisations 


(RFMOs), NGOs and all inter- 
ested parties to give their views 
over a 12 week consultation pe- 
riod starting this week. 

The received input, as well as 
the latest scientific knowledge 
from across the world, will feed 
into a proposal for a new, more 
effective EU law to stop the 
practice of shark finning com- 
pletely to safeguard sharks, 
many of which are under serious 
threat.

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Over 100,000 trees to 
be planted across 
Portugal this week 



Around 60town hallsareto be involved inthe planting of more than 
100,000 trees across Portugal during National Reforestation Week, 
which istaking place between 23 and 28 November. 


Helio Lopes, coordinator ofthe 
national non-profit making or- 
ganisation ‘PlantarPortugal’ told 
LusaNews Agency: “The aim is 
to distribute more than 100,000 
trees through various areas such 
as forests (affected by fires), riv- 
erside areas, parks, gardens and 
schools.” 

The initiative will start with the 
planting of an indigenous tree in 
Portugal’s Geodesic centre in Vila 
do Rei on Mediterranean Forest 
Day, before spreading across con- 
tinental Portugal, Madeira and the 
Azores. 

Town halls across Portugal will 


be organising groups ofvolunteers 
to plant the trees. 

According to Helio Lopes, the 
trees for this first initiative have 
been obtained by each town hall 
itself, but the organisers are hop- 
ing to be able to fund the trees next 
year through sponsors, associa- 
tions and other partnerships. 

Associations currently sup- 
porting the initiative include the 
national institute for nature con- 
servation and biodiversity and the 
national forest authority, among 
others. 

As well as the planting of trees, 
the initiative also includes educa- 


tional activities and a national 
photography and video competi- 
tion.

C02 emissions from new 
cars see biggest fall in 2009 



Average C02 emissions from new cars sold inthe EU dropped by 5% 
last year, the biggest annual fall ever recorded, a report published last 
week by the European Commission shows.

The Commission also 
adopted detailed rules to harmo- 
nise the monitoring of C02 emis- 
sions from cars across the EU. 
Commissioner Hedegaard will 
report on these developments in 
this afternoon’s meeting of the 
High-Level Group ‘ CARS 21’. 

Climate Action Commissioner 
Connie Hedegaard said: “Reduc- 
ing C02 emissions from road 
transport remains a major chal- 
lenge for the years to come. The 
latest data shows however that 
the car industry is on track to 
achieve the 2015 target and most 
likely several maj or manufactur- 
ers will be able to do so well in 
advance”, adding: “Whenthetar- 
gets were set, the industry feared 


that they would be impossible to 
reach in time . 1 am glad that in re- 
ality EU legislation on reducing 
C02 emissions is proving an ef- 
fective driver of innovation, keep- 
ing the EU industry at the front- 
edge of competitiveness.” 

The Commission report sum- 
marising data on emissions from 
new passenger cars for the moni- 
toring year 2009 shows a 5.1% 
drop in average C02 emissions 
against the previous year - the larg- 
est annual fall since the monitor- 
ing scheme began in 2000. 

Moreover a slight decrease in 
the power, engine capacity and 
weight of cars, seen for the first 
time in2008, accelerated last year. 
This was due to a combination of 


the economic crisis, the scrap- 
page schemes introduced in some 
Member States and increased de- 
mand for and development of 
more fuel-efficient vehicles. 

The EU C02 emissions tar- 
get of 1 30g C02/km that is to be 
met in 20 1 2 by the average 65% 
lowest emitting cars was 
reached last year. Considering 
the average fuel efficiency im- 
provements achieved over the 
past seven years, several large 
volume manufacturers are ex- 
pected to reach the 2015 target 
a few years in advance if this 
trend continues. 

The Commission has also 
adopted detailed rules and guid- 
ance to harmonise the EU scheme 
for monitoring C02 emissions 
from cars and ensure its correct 
functioning. This forms part of 
the implementation of the Regu- 
lation on C02 from cars. The 
rules include instructions to 
Member States, and provide the 
car industry with a time table for 
the delivery of data. 

The 130 grams per kilometre 
(g/km) C02 limit for new cars 
registered in the EU will be 
phased in gradually. In 20 1 2 the 
average emission target covers 
emissions from the 65% lowest 
emitting cars. From 2015 all cars 
are included inthe calculation of 
the average. 

Road transport generates 
about one fifth of all C02 emis- 
sions in the EU, with cars being 
responsible for more than half of 
overall transport emissions. 
C02 emissions from road trans- 
port rose by 29% between 1990 
and 2007, notably due to in- 
creases both in the number of 
vehicles on the roads as well as 
in distances driven annually.

Issues with Facebook 

How many times have you 
been out with elose friends, 
maybe you had a few too many 
drinks and made a total idiot of 
yourself, whieh would not have 


been a problem a few years ago, 
simply beeause even if your 
friends did have eameras and 
took pietures there was basi- 
eally no site that eould humili- 
ate you in the same way this site 
ean. The effeet of this network- 
ing site has also passed on to 
businesses and may now affeet 
employment opportunities. It is 
widely reported that firms will 
try and loeate your profile on it, 
just to diseover if there exists 
anything you possibly forgot to 
point out. You have the ability 


to share with the globe posi- 
tively everything that you like 
and dislike, your favourite mu- 
sie, foods, films and your politi- 
eal and religious affiliations. 

For some, the quantity of in- 
formation has gone too far. If s 
eommonly said that knowledge 
is power, and if that is the ease 
this networking site is all pow- 
erful simply beeause they have 
knowledge of over half a billion 
members. Some may ask what 
possible problems might eome 
from all this knowledge and 
power? 

Below I diseuss a few of those 
possible problems. 

Monopoly: 

Faeebook is literally making 
itself the eenter of all business 
advertisements, thanks to its 
huge fanbase. Businesses will go 
to extreme lengths to aeeumulate 
information on eustomers and 
this is a giant and rieh database of 
buyers. Sinee 2004, marketing 
has beeome progressively impor- 
tant for Faeebook beeause it gen- 
erates huge ineomes. Over $800 
million annually to be exaet. This 
is affeeting many other small 
eompanies that have no other 
ehoiee than to link themselves to 
Faeebook to market their prod- 
uets. Even startups foree them- 
selves to join Faeebook to pro- 
mote their produets. 

Privacy: 

“Good Privaey” is not really a 
term assoeiated with soeial net- 
working, espeeially with a giant 
like Faeebook that is eonsidered 
to be the baekbone of soeial net- 
working. One should be really 
eareful about what one posts on 
their wall or others’ walls. The 
privaey settings should be well 
understood and set aeeording to 
one’spreferenees. Applieations 
and other users ean take advan- 
tage of you if you are not eautious 
enough. 

Addictive: 

With tons of applieations 
available out there, Faeebook is 
one of the most addietive sites on 
the Internet. People get hooked 


on applieations and games like 
Farmville, Mafia Wars, ete. 
Many sehools report that the 
average grade of students has 
gone down and the main eause is 
soeial networking sites. People 
may endup losingjobs if they are 
eaught soeial networking during 
work hours, when they should 
have been working. 

Loads of Unwanted 
Information: 

If you are one of those who has 
a few genuine friends and those 
friends use a lot of applieations; 
features like live feed will keep 
you updated on whieh appliea- 
tions they are using and their other 
aetivities. Thus you eould be the 
subjeet of a lot of unwanted in- 
formation. Although there are 
options to turn off these updates, 
this ean get irritating in the long 
run. 

The Bad Impact on 
Career Life and 
Personal Life: 

People add their eolleagues, 
family and friends to their 
friends’ list. At some point, abad 
eomment about any of their fam- 
ily members, friends or eol- 
leagues at work eould lead to a 
break in the relationship as any 
eomment made by you is always 
available on your updates. A lit- 
tle spying on your aetivities will 
show others what you were re- 
eently doing and will also tell 
them what you think about them. 
This is one of the really bad things 
about F aeebook and it ean easily 
lead to misunderstandings. 

Facebook Places: 

Faeebook plaees lets your 
friends know where you are and 
what you are doing. What’ s more, 
you will be spammed by others’ 
updates too, on their wherea- 
bouts whieh ean be very disturb- 
ing. So if you want to have your 
eoffee in peaee, make sure that 
your Faeebook privaey settings 
are as per your requirements. 

Scams: 

With so mueh of your private 


information available on your 
Faeebook aeeount, it’s easy for 
seam artists and haekers to use 
this information to target your 
other aeeounts — sueh as, email, 
banking, and PayPal. Proteet 
yourself by using proper privaey 
settings, and don’t set your 
Faeebook password and email 
password to be the same. 

Virus Attacks: 

No matter how seeure a 
website is, haekers always try 
and find a way to spread worms 
and viruses via the website .Sinee 
news spreads very fast on 
F aeebook, a eliek on an unknown 
link is all that is needed to spread 
the virus to your friends, their 
friends and so on. It is always 
good to be eareful before elieking 
links and following them. 

Trouble Deleting Your 
Facebook Account: 

Until 2007, Faeebook never 
deleted information of a user 
when a person deleted their 
Faeebook aeeount. Faeebook, 
more like suspended the aeeount, 
whieh meant, one eould get their 
aeeount and all the information 
baek anytime if they deeided to 
join Faeebook again. In 2008, 
Faeebook introdueed an option 
to delete the aeeount. Even to- 
day, you have to be sure not to 
just deaetivate your aeeount but 
also eheek other preferenees to 
make sure that your aeeount is 
eompletely deleted. 

Final Note: 

There are real gifts, real games, 
and real people out there. Inter- 
aet with them in real life and use 
Faeebook as a tool to keep in 
toueh with people, but not as a 
replaeement for doing so.

Organ grinder at Christmas market 


Few, if any of us will remem- 
ber seeing a traditional organ 
grinder (let alone one with a mon- 
key) on the streets of our towns 
but now the Algarve has its very 
own organ grinder in the shape of 
George (Georgie) Pflanz. 

Georgie, 75 who lives part of 
the year in Dunas Douradas was a 
successful businessman in his 
home town of Speyer in Germany 
but his childhood dream was to 
own a street organ. Nowhis dream 
has come true. He persuaded Herr 
Gdckel, an 83 year old German 


organ maker, more used to build- 
ing church organs, to build a street 
organ especially for him. 

Performers seeking to earn a liv- 
ing by entertaining “on the street” 
have been around since streets 
were invented. Men playing me- 
chanical organs turned by a crank 
first appeared about 3 00 years ago . 
The early organs were very small 
with only a few notes. They had 
been invented to teach canaries to 
sing, but enterprising individuals 
realised that they could take these 
organs outside and play them to 
earn money. The organ grinder 
himself has been the subject of 
adoration as well as contempt. 
Until the invention of the phono- 
graph and radio, the organ grinder 
brought the only music that many 
people, especially the poorer 
people in villages and towns, 
heard. Although the use of any 
animal would help attract atten- 
tion, a monkey was often used be- 
cause he had a thumb and could 
carry a cup to collect coins. 

Organ grinders were after de- 
spised or even feared. The au- 
thorities in 1 7th and 1 8th century 
Europe were often afraid of itin- 
erant musicians because they car- 
ried information and news from 
place to place, and they sometimes 
stirredup trouble. Organ grinders 


were also disliked because they 
were typically foreigners or be- 
cause they used small children in 
their acts. Often though the mu- 
sic was repetitive, the organ was 
not kept in tune and the music was 
just not very musical. 

Many European and American 
cities banned organ grinders. 
Howeverorgan grinders didretum 
to New York the 9 April 2006, 
when the first organ rally in the 
area was held in Coney Island. 

Georgie, has commissioned tra- 
ditional Christmas Carol music 
and will be playing his barrel or- 
gan at the Almancil International 
Rotary Club Christmas Market to 
be held on Saturday 4 December

That would be nice, but it 
would be unwise to bet the 
farm on it. “The Lady”, as eve- 
rybody in Burma calls her, has 
the same combination of 
saintly forbearance and tough 
political realism that enabled 
Nelson Mandela to lead the 
transition to democracy so 
successfully in South Africa, 
but her situation is very differ- 
ent. 

Mandela emerged from 
prison to assume the leader- 
ship of a powerful, disciplined 
mass movement, whereas Suu 
Kyi must start by picking up 
the pieces of a party that has 
split and lost focus during her 
seven years of house arrest. Its 
leaders are almost all elderly 
men, and there is no younger 
generation of leaders in sight. 

South Africa was utterly 
isolated politically, and its 
economy was crumbling under 
the impact of sanctions. The 
Burmese regime has diplomatic 
relations with its trading part- 
ners in Southeast Asia and a 
very powerful supporter in 
China. Burmese living stand- 
ards are dramatically lower 
than those in neighbouring 
countries due to forty years of 
corrupt and incompetent mili- 
tary rule, but the economy is 
growing. 

And the most important dif- 
ference: when South Africa’s 
President F. W. de Klerk freed 
Mandela in 1990, he already 
knew that the apartheid regime 
was doomed. He wanted to ne- 
gotiate a non-violent transi- 
tion to a democratic system 
that would preserve a place for 
South Africa’s white minor- 
ity, and Mandela was the best 
negotiating partner he could 
hope for. 

The regime that has just re- 
leased Aung San Suu Kyi, by 
contrast, does not think it has 
lost, and a transition to a genu- 
inely democratic system is the 
last thing on its mind. It has just 
finished an elaborate charade 
of elections (nine-tenths of the 
candidates were government- 
backed) under a new constitu- 
tion (one-quarter of the parlia- 
mentary seats are reserved for 
the armed forces). It already 
has all the democracy it wants. 

Why did Burma’s military 
rulers even bother to construct 
a pseudo-democratic facade 
like this? After all, their power 
really rests on their willing- 
ness, demonstrated again only 
three years ago, to kill unarmed 
civilian protesters in the 
streets. They don’t care about 
being loved, so long as they are 
feared. 

But they are as concerned 
about preserving the coun- 
try’s independence as any 
other Burmese, and that makes 
it desirable to end Western 
sanctions against the regime. 
They are hugely dependent on 
China as an investor and a mar- 
ket for their raw materials, and 
that is not a comfortable posi- 
tion for any Burmese to be in. 

“When China spits, Burma 
swims,” says the old proverb. 
If Aung Sang Suu Kyi can per- 
suade the Western powers to 
end sanctions against Burma - 
and she has already hinted that 


she will help - then the regime 
can use better relations with 
the West to counterbalance 
China’s overweening influence 
in the country. 

Obviously, the regime is bet- 
ting that it can use “The Lady” 
in ending sanctions without 
risking its own hold on power, 
and perhaps it is right. She 
faces a hard task in rebuilding 
her party, which split over the 
question of whether to partici- 
pate in the recent bogus elec- 
tion. Even if she succeeds, the 
generals can always arrest her 
again and lock her away for as 
many years as they like. Who 
would stop them? But they 
could still lose their bet. 

The citation for Aung San 
Suu Kyi’s Nobel Prize in 1991 
called her a shining example of 
“the power of the powerless,” 
and that power is real. It could 
be seen in the adoring crowds 
who came out to see her when 
she was freed: after seven 
years of invisibility, her appeal 
to two generations of Burmese 
who have lived under the boots 
of the military regime all their 
lives is undimmed. 

Like Nelson Mandela in 
apartheid South Africa, or 
Vaclav Havel in Communist 
Czechoslovakia, or Mohandas 
Gandhi in colonial India, she is 
a realist about power and fear. 
“People have been saying I 
know nothing of Burmese poli- 
tics,” she said when she was 
first drawn into politics during 
the non-violent protest move- 
ment of 1988. “The trouble is, 
I know too much.” And the 
1988 protests were duly 
drowned in blood. 

But she also knows that 
Mandela and Havel and Gandhi 
eventually won. They all had 
to accept that the guilty would 
go unpunished, for otherwise 
the outgoing regime would 
fight until the very last ditch. 
They also understood that 
negotiating with the enemy is 
necessary, and so does she. As 
she said in 1 997 : “I would like 
to set strongly the precedent 
that you bring about political 
change through political settle- 
ment and not through vio- 
lence.” 

Despite all that, those other 
heroes of non-violence got 
what they were really strug- 
gling for in the end: a free and 
democratic country. And Aung 
San Suu Kyi could ultimately 
achieve that too, even though 
it is hard to see from here the 
precise route that might lead 
her to that goal.

Lisbon Remembrance Service 



The Royal British Legion Remembrance 
Service was held on Sunday, 14 November 
at St. George's Church in Lisbon with some 
200 people inthecongregation. 


Always a special occasion, it 
was made extra-special because 
the wreath- laying ceremony took 
place after the Service in front of 
the new Memorial Cross which 
commemorates those who gave 
their lives in all armed conflict and 
also those whose names are com- 
memorated within the church 
and cemetery. 

No fewer than eight wreaths 
were laid. Mr. David Stilwell - 
representing his family, Coronel 
Hilario - Liga dos Combatentes, 
ChefPauloVitorino-Bombeiros

Armed Forces, Commander 
Ramsey - HMS Turbulent, 
Commodore David Wolfe - Sen- 
ior British Officer NATO Lis- 
bon, Ms Jo Kuenssberg- Deputy 
Head of Mission British Em- 
bassy and Cdr. Ron Goddard - 
Chairman of The Royal British 
Legion Portugal. 

Cdr Goddard opened the cer- 
emony by welcoming all the 


wreath-layers, particularly those 
who were doing so for the first 
time and paid tribute to Mr. Mark 
Hanmer who had taken up and 
driven forward the Memorial 
project and to the organisations, 
families and friends whose gen- 
erous donations had made it pos- 
sible. 

As well as the numerous serv- 
ice men and women from the 
NATO base present, a thirty- 
five strong contingent from the 
visiting HM Submarine Turbu- 
lent attended, swelling the Armed 
Forces presence, which included 
uniforms from the Gurkhas to the 
Royal Marines. There were also 
twenty firemen from the

Cascais hospital to increase capacity to meet 
patient demands 

The Lisbon and Vale doTejo health authority has approved four proposals made by the HPP Cascais Hospital to 
increase its inpatient capacity in the psychiatry and gynaecology departments. 


Casimiro Ramos, a 
spokesman for the health 
authority told Lusa News 
Agency:”Cascais hospital 
sent a formal proposal to 
overcome its difficulties 
with lack of space for inpa- 
tients and we authorised two 
of them immediately be- 
cause they are sufficient to 
improve the capacity for 
now.” 

The approved proposals 
for the psychiatry ward 
mean that the inpatient ca- 


pacity will be increased to 10 
patients, while two individual 
rooms will also be transformed 
into double rooms. 

Meanwhile, the gynaecology 
unit will benefit from a further 
19 beds as the 19 individual 
rooms will be turned into dou- 
ble rooms for patients being 
treated for mammary, abdomi- 
nal and pelvic complaints. 

A further two proposals 
made by the hospital, which 
sought to adapt the ‘Adult Re- 
covery’ area into a ward for 


physically unstable patients 
and the transformation of 1 9 in- 
dividual rooms in the Obstetrics 
departments into double 
rooms, were not approved by 
the health authority. 

According to Casimiro 
Ramos, this does not mean that 
they have been completely re- 
jected, but simply that “more 
data is needed to ascertain the 
real need for them to be imple- 
mented.” 

“For now, approved propos- 
als are enough, but we will see 


if there is a large increase of 
patients during the winter, 
and if necessary then we will 
authorise the other propos- 
als,” he said. 

A statement from Cascais 
hospital, said that the meas- 
ures will “guarantee a better 
and faster healthcare serv- 
ice,” although the regional 
health authority spokesman 
said that the entire problem 
could have been avoided, had 
the hospital suggested the 
proposals sooner.

Quinta do Barranco Longo is a 
winery still in its first flush of 
youth even though the quality of 
its wines belies their recent ar- 
rival on the market. The first 
batches of wine were produced 
in the early 2000s and by 2005 
more than 40,000 bottles of wine 
were being sold. 

Production currently stands at 
around 150,000 bottles per year, 
of red, white, rose and sparkling 


wines, as the company looks for- 
ward to celebrating its 1 0* anni- 
versary next year. 

Over the past decade the name 
has established itself as a serious 
contender amongst Algarvean 
wines, which is quite surprising 
given that founder Rui Virginia 
ventured into the industry with- 
out any previous experience in 
wine-making whatsoever. 

“When I was at University in 
Evora I had lots of friends who 
were studying agricultural engi- 
neering and went on to become 
enologists. They would come to 
the Algarve on holiday and ask 
how, in such a region, with so 
many tourists, there were no 
good regional wines?” he said, 
adding “I started from nothing”. 

F ive years later Rui Virginia is 
on a fast-track to becoming one 
of the Algarve’s most promising 
producers, creator of a label that 
is climbing the ranks within the 
industry. 

“It was a challenge and still is 
a challenge. There is a lot yet to 
be done”, he concluded.

For starters he misses the 
whole point of haiku. Talking 
about their structure doesn’t 
help. The structure for the 
senryu is identical, but one is 
jokey and frivolous, whereas the 
other is wistful and enigmatic. 

The senryu might go like this: 
Cleanliness is next 

to godliness; that’s okay. 


I’m an atheist. 

Whereas a haiku should leave 
us with an uncertain ending, and 
should also, if we are being strict, 
hint at a particular season of the 
year: 

Each night I see the 
gold chrysanthemum unclench 
its fist by fingers. 

A nice image, and the structure 
is right, but it is apoor haiku. It is 
definite. The next one is better, 
but still not right: 

Are the butterflies 
of autumn searching for spring 
leaves blown on the wind 
What you have here is the 
thought as image. That is the 
whole point of the poem, not 
some silly structural ornament 
such as rhyme. The best exam- 
ples of this kind of writing in 
English are the poems of H.D. 
(Hilda Doolittle). 

Free verse has nothing to do 
with being devoid of rhyme or 
metre. Jules Laforgue, and his 
mates, and the early Eliot, wrote 
free verse. It is full of interesting 
metres, and masses of internal 
rhyme. The fact that Mr 
Lavery cant hear it means he 
needs a spot of assistance. fl/\m

Around the Town 

Two weeks ago I got a park- 
ing ticket.

He said, 
in good English, for me to go 
above the courthouse, out of the 
center of town, and pay there. 

I looked puzzled as to the loca- 
tion and asked again where it 
was. Then he looked at me and 
said, “ I’ll tell you what: you 
take that ticket and put it into 
your pocket and just forget 
about it.” And that’s what I did. 

It’s a good thing I wasn’t 
stopped while driving, as the 
only Portuguese driving license 
I have had for the past eleven 
months has been a ragged piece 
of paper from the AGP stating 
that I can drive on the Portu- 
guese mainland. My proper li- 
cense was stolen last January 
and only arrived yesterday, 
eleven months after applying 
for a new one . I was comforted 
all these months by a kind lady 
at the AGP ( Portuguese Auto- 
mobile Association) who told 
me some people wait for more 
than a year and a half for their 



replacements. 

The Estoril Film festival was 
in town this week. If you didn’t 
know about it, then you could 
number among many I spoke to 
as well. “I didn’t know that was 
on” two friends told me when I 
met them in Jumbo yesterday. 
F or those of us who managed to 
get the information 
(www.estoril filmfestival.com), 
the offerings and discussions 
were of New York quality. On 
Friday night I heard John 
Malkovich discuss acting with 
Steven Frears who directed him 
in “ Dangerous Liasons.” 

Portuguese film students, 
who predominated the audi- 
ence, asked questions from the 
meticulous to the ridiculous. 
Films ran all week ending with 
a Woody Allen screening (start- 
ing one hour late) of his new 
movie “You Will Meet a Tall 
Dark Stranger.” Some days the 
crowds were respectable, other 
days embarrassingly light. Por- 
tugal needs a fast track course 
in PR, publicity and marketing. 

On the positive and well pub- 
licized side, Oeiras Interna- 
tional School (www. oeiras 
intemationalschool.com) held 
its official opening last Tues- 
day afternoon. The illustrious 
mayor of Oeiras attended with 
about one hundred parents, stu- 
dents and friends of the school. 
It was exciting to see this project 
born and flourish in what some 
papers are calling “ dire finan- 
cial times” for Portugal. Still, 
football games go on, the super- 
markets are busy and Mercedes 
cars dot the highways. Maybe 
that’ s the way it will always be 
here : on the brink of disaster and 
yet surviving in the sunshine.

Top tips for... 
using silicone 
sealant 

: : Remove the old silicone seal- 
ant with a craft knife - you should 
be able to pull most of it off and 
then scrape or rub off the rest, or 
you could use a specialist prod- 
uct, such as Polycell Sealant Re- 
mover, which you paint on and 
leave to dry. This makes the old 
sealant soft enough to remove eas- 
ily. 

: : Clean and dry the area, and to 
keep the new sealantneat and tidy, 
apply a length of masking tape 
above andbelow where you want 
itto go, so you have anarrow strip 
for the sealant in the middle. 

: : There are two ways to apply 
the sealant: using cartridges that 
work in cartridge guns, or canis- 
ters (similar to squirty cream ones, 
so no need for a gun), which are a 
good choice for novice DIYers. 
Most sealants are either white or 
translucent. 

: : Gettingthe sealantperfectcan 
be abittricky ifyouhaven’tdone 
it before, but try to apply it in a 
continuous line and one smooth 
movement. When you’re done, 
smooth it off using your fingertip 
(wetitfirst), orawetround-ended 
stick. If you can, try to shape the 
sealant at an angle so water runs 
offit more easily. 

: : As the sealant’ s drying, peel 
off the masking tape, and use a 
cloth dampened in white spirit to 
clean up any excess. Don’t get 
water on the sealant until it’ s dry 
- see the manufacturer’s instruc- 
tions for drying times.

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Hannah Stephenson gives tips on howto help birds survive the winter months by filling 
up our feeders and growing plants which will provide much-needed seeds and berries - 
plus, find out what else needs doing in the garden this week. 

They are as important to the 
wildlife garden as butter is to 
bread, not only providing inter- 
est to budding birdwatehers, 
but helping to keep unwanted 
pests sueh as slugs and snails 
under control.

Walking around the beautiful 
gardens in Bressingham, near 
Diss, Norfolk, last week, the 
plants that really caught my eye 
against a backdrop of autumnal 
tints were the clusters of pink 
nerines, which stand out from the 
crowd at this time of year. 

These autumn- flowering 

bulbs, which bloom from Sep- 
tember and into November, have 
long, thin, pointed buds which 
rise up on bright green stems and 
explode into lollipops of sugar 
pink flowers, making a striking 
addition to warm borders or pa- 
tio pots. Originating from South 
Africa, these lily-like plants do 
like to be in a free draining soil 


where they can bake in the sun. 

The most popular variety, 
Nerine bowdenii, is fully hardy 
but is best planted in groups 
against a sunny wall. Bulbs 
should be planted in late au- 
tumn or early spring but not too 
deeply - the tips should be quite 
close to the surface. 

In cold areas, mulch clumps 
when they have finished flow- 
ering to give extra protection 
against frost, and feed in sum- 
mer with a high-potash ferti- 
liser to boost flower produc- 
tion. If you plant them in pots, 
use a loam-based compost and 
water well when they are grow- 
ing strongly. 


As their natural habitat con- 
tinues to disappear, it is more 
important than ever to feed the 
birds during the winter months. 

“In some cases keeping feed- 
ers topped up can mean the dif- 
ference between life and death, 
especially for some of the 
smaller birds who lose heat from 
their bodies extremely quickly 
when it’s really cold,” says 
Gemma Rogers, of the UK 
Royal Society for the Protection 
ofBirds. 

But there are so many differ- 
ent feeders and seed types on 
the market, it’s difficult to 
know which are the best. 

“There are a lot of nasty feed- 
ers out there which can trap 
beaks and feet,” says Rogers, 
“so you need to go to a reputa- 
ble supplier. And be aware that 
some feeders are ridiculously 
cheap for a reason.” 

N ever put out the nylon me sh 
bags containing fat as birds can 
become trapped in them. Go for 
steel mesh feeders and provide 
a mix of seeds to attract differ- 
ent birds. 

Birds require high energy, high 
fat foods during the cold winter 
weather to maintain their body 
reserves to survive the frosty 
nights. Finches are especially 
grateful for seeds in late winter 
and early spring. 

In summer they love black 
sunflower seeds, pinhead oat- 
meal, soaked sultanas, raisins 
and currants, mild grated cheese, 
mealworms, waxworms, mixes 
for insectivorous birds and good 
seed mixtures without loose 
peanuts, on which their young 
could choke. 

Never put out loose peanuts, 
dry hard foods, large chunks of 
bread, or fats during the spring 
or summer months. Make sure 
you buy ‘safe nuts’ from repu- 
table outlets and offer them in 
cages. 


Peanuts will attract blue tits, 
great tits, woodpeckers and even 
robins if you crush them, niger 
seeds will encourage finches and 
siskins, but the more variety of 
food you have, the larger the 
range of birds you are likely to 
attract. 

Small flocks of greenfinches 
can be a common sight at bird 
tables, sometimes queuing up 
with chaffinches and sparrows 
to take a turn at feeders. 

U se bird tables to attract larger 
birds such as collared doves, 
wood pigeons and starlings. 

There are also many plants 
you can grow to encourage birds 
to visit. Traditional countryside 
hedges are now full of blackber- 
ries, elderberries, rosehips and 
hawson which the birds can feed, 
and you can mimic the classic 
hedgerow in your garden by 
planting a fruiting hedge. 

The RSPB advises gardeners 
to mix rugosa roses, elder and 
hawthorn to act as a wild 
foodstore, even adding a bram- 
ble ifthere’sroom. If you have a 
large garden, try growing hazel 
(Corylus avellana) for its nuts 
and attractive catkins. 

Other plants, including crab 
apples, ivy, box-leaved honey- 
suckle and cotoneaster also add 
glorious colour to the autumn and 
winter scene as well as producing 
fruit and berries for the birds. 
Avoid sterile hybrids, which 
won’t produce seeds or fruit, but 
give your garden some colour and 
nutritious seeds for the birds by 
planting coneflowers, teasels and 
knautia macedonica. 

If you have fallen apples and 
pears on your lawn, leave them 
for the song thrushes and black- 
birds who will feast on them. 

Let the birds make the most of 
nature’s larder - but make sure 
you offer them some extra titbits 
to help them through the winter 
months.

As well as the traditional 
salmon, As Aves smoke a range 
of other fish such as haddock, 
sardine fillets, mackerel and 
swordfish and poultry such as 
chicken and duck. All are featured 
on the menu as well as being sold 
separately from in deli counter. 

The raw products are sourced 
from the best suppliers to ensure 
ahigh quality traditional Scottish 
smoked finish.

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there’s still a laek of awareness 
about symptoms, and an urgent 
need for early diagnosis, which can 
prevent heart attacks, strokes, 
kidney failure and blindness. 

Experts explain that Type 2 
diabetes can go undetected for up 
to 1 0 years, meaning 50% of peo- 
ple aheady have serious compli- 
cations by the time they’re diag- 
nosed. 

This year’s World Diabetes 
Day ( 1 4 November) is promoting 
prevention and awareness. Jean 
Claude Mbanya, president of the 
International Diabetes F ederation 
(IDF) says: “Some 90 years after 
the discovery of insulin, the 
number of people in the world 
with diabetes exceeds 3 00 million 
and is set to rise to 500 million 
within a generation. 

“If nothing is done, if no action 
is taken, we will have an even big- 
ger problem on our hands tomor- 
row. World Diabetes Day is the 


best opportunity we have to draw 
attention to this silent killer.” 

Diabetes occurs when the pan- 
creas loses some, or all, of its 
power to function and stops pro- 
ducing as much insulin (ahormone 
which converts glucose into en- 
ergy), thereby creating a build-up 
of glucose in the blood. There are 
also cases of diabetes when insu- 
lin is still produced, but fails to 
break down the glucose in the 
body - a situation known as insu- 
lin resistance. 

Diabetes UK’ s clinical advisor, 
Cathy Moulton, explains that 
while the two kinds of diabetes. 
Type 1 and Type 2, differ in cause 
and speed of onset, they have 
similar symptoms. 

Type 1 diabetes develops if the 
body can’t produce any insulin at 
all, and accounts for about 1 0% of 
all diabetes cases. 

It is most commonly diagnosed 
in the under-40 age bracket, and

the cause isn’t fully understood. 
Type 2 is different, and develops 
when the body still makes some 
insulin, but not enough, or when 
the insulin that’s produced 
doesn’t work properly. In most 
cases, the condition is linked to 
being overweight. 

The fact that the number of peo- 
ple registered as obese in the UK 
has risen by more than 265 ,000 to 
over 5.5 million in the past year, 
may go a long way to explaining 
the increase in diabetes. 

Other risk factors include hav- 
ing a large waist (3 7 inches ormore 
for men, 31.5 inches or more for 
women), being aged over 40 (or 
over 25 in black and South Asian 
people) andhavingaclose relative 
with diabetes. 

Moulton says: “Type 2 is, at 
the beginning, different to Type 1 . 
In people with Type 1 , their pan- 
creas stops working and it can lead 
to a critical situation. They’re not 
producing any insulin and all the 
glucose gets trapped in their 
bloodstream. 

With Type 2, symptoms occur 
more gradually, she explains: “If 
you’re not eating a healthy, bal- 
anced diet, you’re asking the pan- 
creas to produce more and more 
insulin, because your glucose lev- 


els are high. F inally it says it ’ s had 
enough.” 

Symptoms are similar in both 
types of diabetes, and include in- 
creased urination (especially dur- 
ingthenight), excessive thirst, leth- 
argy and blurred vision because 
glucose builds up in the lens of the 
eye. 

With Type 1 diabetes there may 
also be drastic weight loss because 


allthebody’sglucoseisbeinglost, 
and the body bums fat cells to get 
energy instead. This can lead to 
the production of ketones, which 
are toxic and linked to brain dam- 
age, organ failure and even death 
from diabetic ketoacidosis, if in- 


sulin isn’t administered. 

“We have to be concerned 
about both types of diabetes, as 
there ’ s been quite a drastic rise in 
the numbers of people being di- 
agnosed with Type 1 diabetes, 
which is more difficult because

we still don’tknow whatthe cause 
is,” stresses Moulton. 

Those diagnosed with Type 1 
will normally have to inj ect them- 
selves with insulin a number of 
times a day, or use an insulin 
pump which administers a regu- 
lar dose of the hormone. 

People diagnosed with Type 
2 diabetes will initially be asked 
to exercise more, and start eating 
more fruit and vegetables and less 
fat, salt and added sugar: “We 
know that sugar doesn’t cause 
diabetes as such, but added sugar 
goes very quickly into the blood- 
stream and causes the pancreas 
to work very hard,” says 
Moulton. 

Type 2 diabetics may then be 
put on tablets to help the body 
release more insulin, lower the 
amount of sugar the liver makes, 
help insulin work better in mus- 
cle and fat and, in some cases, 
slow the breakdown of food into 
sugar. They may also receive non- 
insulin injections, which encour- 
age the production of insulin it- 
self and help it get to the right 
place in the body. 

“We have to remember that not 
everyone who develops Type 2 
diabetes is overweight or unfit - 
all their other risk factors have 
loaded them that way, even 
though they’ve done their best,” 
stresses Moulton. 

Whatever the type of diabetes. 


the condition significantly re- 
duces life expectancy - people 
with Type 1 diabetes have a re- 
duced life expectancy of up to 20 
years, and the lives of those with 
Type 2 could be cut short by up 
to a decade. 

Some of this is due to the in- 
creasedriskof cardiovascular dis- 
ease - around half the people with 
diabetes die of cardiovascular 
problems, including strokes and 
heart attacks. 

And even if diabetes doesn’t 
actually kill, it can make life very 
unpleasant. 

Diabetes is the leading cause of 
blindness in the UK’s working 
age population, and results in 1 00 
amputations a week because of 
damage to nerve endings. 


Nerve damage can also lead to 
impotence in men, and vomiting 
or excessive sweating: “Some of 
the symptoms are life-threaten- 
ing and others can make life dis- 
mal, but they’re all linked to un- 
controlledhighblood-glucose lev- 
els,” says Moulton. 

“Some people with undiag- 
nosed Type 2 diabetes feel un- 
well, but they put it down to 
something else because it’s not 
making them acutely ill. 

“They don’t tally up all the 
symptoms the body’ s giving, and 
that’s one of the reasons we’re 
trying to raise awareness of the 
risk factors and symptoms. 

“All we can really do is keep 
ourselves fit, eat healthily and be 
aware.”

Parvo warning 


Possibly this should be also 
called vaccine, vaccine, vaccine. 

It seems that there is an epi- 
demic of Parvo at the moment, it 
usually happens at this time of 
year. Possibly it is made more of 
a problem when there are stray 
dogs around, sadly these are not 
very likely to be vaccinated, they 
pick up the virus and pass it on. 
Advice is to make sure all your 
dogs are initially vaccinated and 
then either titre tested later or 
boosted. 

However, I must just add a note 
of caution here as we had an in- 
stance of this with our own Cleo 
when she was just over 4 months 
old. To my knowledge and her 
vaccine book, she had had all the 
vaccinations she should have had. 
However, it was discovered that 
for whatever reason, and we 
never discovered the answer, she 
was totally unprotected. The only 
explanation was that the name of 
the vaccine used at a different 
Vets was not the one I recognised 
and it just did not work— she had 
two boosters of the same make 
so it should all have worked. We 
were lucky, I recognised the 
symptoms and with the correct 
treatment and nursing Cleo re- 


covered. None of the other dogs 
got it — I was lucky. A few months 
later when she was completly well 
I had her revaccinated- full pro- 
gramme-with the normal Intervet 
product. 

So, Parvo virus. What is it? 

Parvo is a virus that attacks the 
lining of the digestive system. It 
causes dogs and puppies to not 
be able to absorb nutrients or liq- 
uids. Puppies are especially prone 
to it because they have an imma- 
ture immune system. When dogs 
and puppies contract Parvo, they 
often have diarrhoea, vomiting 
and lethargy. Usually they stop 
eating and develop abloody, foul- 
smelling, liquid stool. 

Symptoms usually begin with 
ahigh fever, lethargy, depression, 
and loss of appetite. Secondary 
symptoms appear as severe 
gastrointestinal distress, such as 
vomiting and bloody diarrhoea. 
Parvovirus is characterised by 
severe, bloody diarrhoea and 
vomiting, high fever and lethargy. 
The diarrhoea is particularly foul 
smelling and is sometimes yellow 
in colour. 

How is it transmitted? 

Canine Parvovirus is carriedby 
dogs. Adult dogs maybe infected 


carriers without showing any clini- 
cal signs. It can last a long time in 
the environment, perhaps as long 
as 9 months or longer. 

Generally, it takes 7-10 days 
from the time of exposure for dogs 
andpuppies to start showing symp- 
toms and to test positive for Parvo. 

Parvo is highly contagious to 
unprotected dogs, and the virus 
can remain infectious in ground 
contaminated with fecal material 
for five months or more if condi- 
tions are favourable. Extremely 
hardy, most disinfectants cannot 
kill the virus, however chlorine 
bleach is the most effective and 
inexpensive agent that works, 
and is commonly used by 
veterinarians. 

The ease with which infection 
with Parvo can occur in any un- 
vaccinated dog must be stressed. 
The vims is extremely hardy in the 
environment. Withstanding wide 
temperature fluctuations and most 
cleaning agents. Parvo can be 
brought home to your dog on 
shoes, hands and even car tires. 
It can live for many months out- 
side the animal. Any areas that 
are thought to be contaminated 
with Parvo should be thoroughly 
washed with chlorine bleach di- 
luted 1 ounce per quart of water. 


Dogs and puppies can contract 
Parvo even if they never leave 
their land. Parvo vims, despite 
what you might hear, is NOT an 
airborne virus. It is excreted in 
the faeces of infected dogs, and 
if someone — human, dog, bird, 
etc. — steps in (or otherwise 
comes in contact with) the ex- 
crement, the possibility for con- 
tamination is great. Some peo- 
ple speculate that birds invading 
a dog's food dish can deposit the 
Parvovims there. If you think 
you may have come in contact 
with Parvovirus, a strong solu- 
tion of bleach and water does kill 
the virus, so you can wash your 
shoes and clothes, even your 
hands with it, to reduce the risk 
of infecting your dog. 

Rest assured that Parvovims 
is specific to dogs alone and can- 
not be transmitted to humans or 
other pets of a different species, 
such as cats. 

How is it treated? 

Without intense treatment, the 
victims of Parvo may die of de- 
hydration. Treatment generally 
consists of IV or sub-cutaneous 
fluids and antibiotics. There is no 
cure. Veterinarians can only treat 
the symptoms palliatively, and try 
to keep the dog alive by prevent- 
ing dehydration and loss of pro- 
teins. As there is no cure for any 
vims, treatment for Parvo is 
mostly that of supporting the dif- 
ferent systems in the body during 
the course of the disease.

Dogs who have sur- 
vived Parvo can get it 
again. In the case of 
some puppies, apuppy 
testing negative for 
Parvo one day could 
succumb to the vims 
within a matter of days. 

It strikes fast and with- 
out mercy. 

If your pet becomes 
infected, please keep in 
mind that dogs with Parvo shed 
the vims in their faeces and are 
extremely contagious to other 
dogs. Follow these recommenda- 
tions to help prevent the spread 
of this disease. 

* Keep the infected dog iso- 
lated from all other dogs for at 
least one month after full recov- 


ery. 

* Cleanup allthe dog's stools. 

* Use a 1 :30 ratio of chlorine 
bleach and water to clean food 
and water bowls (4 oz. in 1 gallon 
of water) . W ash any bedding the 
dog has been in contact with in 
this same bleach solution and hot 
water. Y ou should also try to dis- 
infect any other areas where the 
dog has been, like linoleum, con- 
crete kennels, crates, etc. 

* If you have any other dogs 
that are two years old or younger. 


Luna was bom in captivity at 
the Bioparc Fuengirola, near 
Malaga, in 2008. She was bom 
under a European Endangered 
Species Programme (EEP), 
which encourages the reproduc- 
tion of animals on the verge of ex- 
tinction in captivity. 

Next year a second female 
pigmy hippo will arrive at Lagos 
zoo to keep Luna company. There 
are currently no available male 
pigmies in captivity within thepro- 
gramme. 

The pigmy hippopotamus 
(hexaprotodon liberiensis) is fac- 
ing serious conservation issues in 
their natural habitat. The species 
originates from humid, tropical 
forests and live near watering 
holes. They are solitary animals 
and only seek apartner when they 
mate.

In zoos they are 
kept in separate pens 
and are only allowed 
to share a pen when it 
is time to reproduce.

It would take ten pigmy hippos 
to equal the weight of a full size 
hippopotomus. 

Luna's pen at Lagos Zoo was 
created from rock that imitates 
that of its natural habitat and has 
its own lake. It was built follow- 
ing strict guidelines set by the 
European Association for Zoos 
and Aquariums and cost approxi- 
mately€70,000.

Second Baby Survival Guide 


It's hard enough having just one child, so two 
can bedoubletrouble. Lisa Salmon looks at 
the weird, wonderful and sometimes weary 
world of family life. 


two, and the book is giving you 
tip s to help manage that and make 
it as enjoyable as possible,” she 
says. 

“A lot of people think that 
having a second baby is going to 
be exactly the same as having their 
first, but often that’s not the 
case.” 

“You’re a first-time mum to 
this second baby, and it can be 
completely different in the way 
it sleeps, feeds and so on.” 

“That can come as a serious 
shock.” 

Edwards admits that there’s 
not a great deal parents can do to 
prepare for a baby being differ- 
ent, but she stresses that it’s im- 
portant to be aware that the ex- 
perience might not be a repeat of 
the first, and you might need to 
try different things. 

The book covers all aspects of 
the early years ofhaving a second 


child, from first finding out 
you’re pregnant, bringing baby 
home, money matters and the re- 
lationship between the two chil- 
dren. 

That relationship starts, of 
course, by preparing the first 
child for the arrival of the second. 

Edwards suggests parents 
should do things like read books 
to the child about the baby grow- 


ing in mummy’s tummy and 
what it’ll be like, and perhaps 
look at photos of the first child 
as a baby. 

She says toddlers need to un- 
derstand that the baby won’t be 
a playmate for at least a year, and 
it’s worth visiting other people 
with babies if possible. 

“It’s also a good idea to get 
your first child to wait a bit for

Q: "My five-year-old wakes up at 6am every morning, 
no matter whattime he goes to bed, and he won'ttry 
to go back to sleep. How can I encourage him to stay in 
bed inthe mornings?" 


A: Sleep expert Andrea 
Grace, author of Andrea 
Grace’s Gentle Sleep Solutions 
(Hodder 2009, £8.99), says: 
“Early waking in children is a 
healthy sign that they’re ex- 
citedto start the day. There are, 
however, a few things you can 
do to help them sleep in a bit 
longer.” 

‘ ‘F irstly , as your child is over 
the age of three, you can use a 
sleep training clock/nightlight 
which at a time pre-set by you, 
will ‘wake up’ andlethimknow 
it’s time to get up.” 

“The first thing to aim for is 
that he doesn’t automatically 
leap out of bed as soon as he 
wakes up, but waits for his 
getting up trigger. Y ou should 
aim to keep him in bed for just 


a few minutes at first and then 
gradually extend the period 
that you expect him to lie 
there.” 

“So, for the firstmoming, use 
the ‘getting up’ prompt (train- 
ing clock or simply opening the 
curtains) at the time he normally 
wakes up. This is so that he un- 
derstands what’s going on and 
has a pleasant experience of the 
daytime trigger.” 

“Then move forward by five 
minutes every morning until 
you reach an acceptable getting 
up time.” 

‘ ‘Reward him each time he re- 
mains inbed.” 

“If you follow these steps 
consistently, you’ 11 have a great 
chance of stopping the early 
waking.” 


things, and not giving 
them things the minute 
they ask for them,” she 
advises. 

“Saying ‘I’ll just get it 
for you when I’ve finished 
doing this’ will prepare 
them for what’s going to 
happen when the baby 
comes along. 

“You don’t want to cre- 
ate negative associations in 
their head about the baby.” 
One of the really big differ- 
ences betweenhaving one and 
having two children, she says, 
is that the first child will prob- 
ably need entertaining when 
you’re doing things, like when 
mums are breastfeeding. 

The book gives plenty of sug- 
gestions for entertaining toddlers 
- one of them is to keep presents 
that people may bring for the tod- 
dler when they bring one for the 
baby in a ‘ special basket’ . 

The toddler then plays with 
these toys just at baby feeding 
time, so they don’t get bored 
while mum’s busy. 

Another tip is using slings, 
which can be “an absolute life- 
saver”, leaving mum’ s hands free 
to play with her toddler. 

As well as quotes and case stud- 
iesofothersecond-timemums’ ex- 
periences, the book contains tips 
for various scenarios, such as sur- 
vival tips for stress-free family 
meals. 

These include involving the 
baby in family meals right from the 
start, maybe by putting him in a 
car seat on the table as you all eat. 

Edwards also advises parents 
not to provide different meals for 
different family members, warn- 
ing that catering for separate likes 
and dislikes means “you will end 
up feeling like ahotel or restaurant 
chef taking orders, and very 
stressed.” 

But she points out: “The sec- 
ond time around, you’re much 
more relaxed and much better at 
working out what’s important and 
what isn’t.

evening as Portugal 
systematieally outplayed 
Spain, the defending world and 
European ehampions. The 4-0 
thrashing, while nowhere near to 
nullifying the 1-0 defeat Portugal 
suffered against Spain in the 
knoekout stages of the World 
Cup, has definitely served to 
rekindle eonfidenee in a team 
whieh had followed its World 
Cup exit with defeat to Norway 
and an embarrassing 4-4 draw 
against Cyprus. 

Spain endured their worst de- 
feat in 68 years at the hands of 
their Iberian neighbours and eo- 
bidders for the 2018 World Cup 
as Portugal produeed one of its 
best and most memorable per- 
formanees in recent memory. 

Despite the score line, Portu- 
gal will feel that the damage in- 
flicted on the world champions 
couldhave been far more compre- 
hensive. Yet another goal-line 
howler by the assistant referee

To add insultto injury, Barce- 
lona’ s Pique somehow managed 
to deny Benfica midfielder Carlos 
Martins a few minutes later after 
he managed to get his head be- 
tween a powerful shot and the 
vacant goal.

But within six minutes 
Olhanense had the game wrapped 
up when firstly Rui Duarte con- 
verted a penalty, after Adilson 
was felled in the box, and then 


Lulinha smashed home his second 
goal. This 4-2 aggregate win gives 
the Algarve side a place in the last 
sixteen. 

The top eight teams in the 
league last season - Benfica, 
Sporting Braga, FC Porto, Sport- 
ing, Maritimo, V.Guimaraes, 
Nacional and Naval - now join 
Olhanense, Estoril, Penafiel, 
Aves, Arouca, Papos de F erreira 
and the winners of Beira-Mar/ 
Fatima and Leiria/Gil Vicente. 
The next stage will be four leagues 
of four teams with fifteen teams 
hoping to avoid runaway league 
leaders FC Porto. 

Meanwhile, Olhanense drew 
1-1 with Beira-Mar and this re- 
sult leaves both teams in mid ta- 
ble with 15 points.

Portugal looks to legalise 
horse racing 


Portugal’s Ministry for Ag- 
riculture this week said it was 
working with the appropriate 
Governmental bodies, for 
economy and tourism, to study 
the possibility of legalising 
horse racing in this country. 

Agriculture Minister 
Antonio Serrano, who this 
week confirmed a partnering- 
protocol between Portugal and 
Brazil to preserve and promote 
the Lusitanian horse, said he 
would “like to do something” 
about betting and said he was 
“looking again” at the matter 
and is seeking to associate it to 
a tourism component. 

He recalled that “there have 
been previous initiatives” that 
fell through, in part because of 


the monopoly Portugal’ s Santa 
Casa da Misericordia and casi- 
nos have on gambling, but the 
Minster said it was too “early” 
to give any details about the 
subject, highlighting, however, 
that whatever is done must be 
“self-sustainable”. 

Those in the industry have 
for years defended the impor- 
tance of legalising horse racing, 
stressing the economic impor- 
tance of the activity, regarding 
the revenue that it generates 
namely in tax, as well as creat- 
ingjobs. 

Antonio Serrano agreed that 
Portugal could make horse bet- 
ting “a highly significant eco- 
nomic activity”, not only by in- 
troducing betting but also en- 
couraging the realms of re- 
search, education and training.
